The Treaty has, with all Humility, been prefented to the Queen, and 
was mott Gracioufly Received; andtho’ noReign was ever fo truly Great 
for Wile and Steady Councils, and fo many Important Succefles, as ae 
of Her Majefty; yet, You fee, She is pleafed to Efteem the Perfedting of

For thefe ends Her Majefty, in Her Moft Gracious Letter, doth, with 
great Barne{tnefs, Recommend to Youthe Concluding of the Union of rhe 
‘Two Kingdoms, and has plainly and fully laid betore you the great Advan 


tages thatehis Union muft bring with ictoall BRIT Al N, and in par- 
ticular to this Kingdom, . 


The Lords Commiffioners named by Her Majefty for this Kingdom to 
‘Treat of this Union, have endeavoured to Ditcharge thisgreat Trott, wich 
all Fidelity and have agreed to fuch Terms and Conditions, as, I hope, 
fhalbe found Juft, Honourableand Advantageous: The Treaty has been 
already Received very gracicufly by Her Majefly, and is now ready to be 
Reported to you for your Confideraticn, 


I do not chink it proper at this Time to defcend into the particular Ar- 
¢icles of the Treaty I fhall only beg leave ¢» fay in General, That it 
mutt be of yreat Advantage to have this whole ifland Unite under one Gos 
veramzat and Conjoyned Intirely in Intere(t and 4ffection, having E¢ 
quelity of all Rights and Privileges, with a free Communication and 
Intercourfe of Trade, which mutt certainly Eftablith Our Security, Aug- 
ment Our Strength, and dncreafe Our Trade and Riches, : 
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We cannever Expect a more favourab) e Jun&ure for Compleating this 
Union, than at prefent, when Her Majefty has not only Recommen- 
dediit, Lat Declared, That fhe will Efteem it the greateft Glory of Her | 
Reign, to have it Perfected ; And when the Parliament of Exgland ha$ 
fhown Their Inclinations for it, by Removing all thefe Obftacles that did 
ly in the way of the Treaty: And it mutt alfo be acknowledged, that the 
Lords Commiftioners for Exgland did Teltity their good Difpofition all a- 
Jong in this Affair: And the Great and Glorious Succefles wherewith GOD 
has Blefled Her Majefties Arms, and thofe of Her Allies, give us the Hep® 
ofa Near and Advantageous Peace, whereby we will be put in the Pof: 
feflion, and attain to che full Enjoyment ofall the Liberties and Privile™ 


ges of Trade, now Offered by the Treaty. 


The Commiffioners of both Sides, have only Treated of fuch Things as 
concern the Civil Government, Liberties, Privileges, Trade, and Taxes} 
but found themfelves Limited as to the Church-Government,thit being Re- 
{erved toeach Kingdom by the refpective Actsof Parliament, upon which 
the Treaty proceeded; And you have now not only the Laws already made,, 
with Her. Majefties moft Gracious Repeated Affurances, for maintaining, 
and continuing Presbyterian Church-Government within this Kingdom 5 
But this farther Opportunity of making fuch Conditions and Provifions, 
as fhall be found Neceflary forits Security, after the ‘Conclufion of this 
Union, within the Limitsof SCO Tp AeA 


Her Majefty Recommends to You to Provide the neceffary Supplies for 
the Troops, Garifous and Ships; The Funds formerly givens are expy. 
red; And therefore {doubt not but you will eafily Comply with what 
is fo plainly neceflary for the Prefervation of the Publick Safety, and Pre- 


venting the Defigns of Enemies now in time of War, 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 

Since We have now the Opportunity of Eftablifhing for Our Selves and 
Our Polterity,by this Union with Exgland, allthat concerns Our Religion 
and Liberties, together with the mioft valuable Privileges of Trade ; 
1 am hopeful that You will Proceed to the Confideration ofthe Articles of 
the Treaty, in fuch manner as fhall bring it to the defired Conclufion, 
and it cannot but tend to the lafting Honour of this Seffion of Parliament 


tohave fo happily finifhed this moft important and Weighty Matter.
